Details of the shooting arc 
meagre. Mr. Lush said thai 
witnesses to the shooting said 
that Spurlock and a friend, nam- 
ed Ike Burton, stopped by Ruck- 
er's store, below Bobtown t<> 
warm. Soon Lovett came in. 
The officer says that witnesses 
say that Lovett was drunk and 
made a hoast that he could whip 
any man there and would do so. 
No one seemed to pay much at- 
tention to him. however, until he 
started out. when he is alleged 
to have struck Spurlock. and 
knocked him down, saying that 
he was going to whip him. Spur- 
lock is said to have drawn his 
pistol, a 44. and fired at Lovett. 
killing him almost instantly. 
Spurlock then got on his nude 
and left. The officers were told. 
Mr. Bush says, that Spurlock had 
gone to C lay county. The dead 
man is said to be about 35 years 
of age.

Pig Scour Remedy 

Pig scours, a common ailment 
among young pigs, is caused by 
overfeeding the sow. a sudden 
change in her ration, sour slop., 
cold, or filthy quarters and chiH- 
iiig of the pigs, arcording to 
Prof. I'.. J. VVllford. of the ani- 
mal husbandry department ..ol 
the Slate College <>f Agriculture. 

According to recommendations 
of the department this disease 
is best controlled by prevention. 
W arm, clean quarters that are 
properly ventilated should be 
provided for the sow and her lit- 
ter and care taken to see that 
the animals receive plenty of ex- 
ercise each day. The sow's ra- 
tion should be reduced and two 
to six ounces of linseed oil de- 
pending on her age be fed hvthc 
slop.

Inventory Is Best 

Useful Farm Record 

For the time spent on it the 
farm inventory will give more 
useful information than any oih- 
!er- record which the farmer may, 
I keep, according t<> Prof. W. D. 
iNicholls. head of -the farm eco- 
| nomics department of the State 
I College of Agriculture, who is 
' recommending that as many 
( farmers as possible take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to make 
I an inventory by the first of Auril 
'This inventory should include a 
llist of real estate, livestock, im- 
plements and machinery, feeds 
,'and supplies on hands and a!' 
'other property used in the inter- 
( est of the farm business; each 
item being assigned a proper 
value. 

The first part of the year of- 
fers the best opportunity Eor tak- 
ing the inventory since during 
this period the supply of feeds is 
low. salable crops have usually 
been marketed and little work 
and money have been expended 
on the new year's crop. Once 
started ihe inventory should be 
taken at U*fe same time each 
year. 

Not more than four or five 
hours should be required for tak- 
ing the inventory. For this pur- 
pose the farm-account book is- 
sued by the College of Agricul- 
ture or any other suitable form 
of book may .be used and live- 
stock, equipment, feed, imple- 
ments and other articles in each 
building listed and given a proper 
value. This value should be con- 
servative and should be as nearly 
as possible what the article would 
sell for less the cost of getting 
lo the market, or what il would 
cosl to replace it with an article 
I equally as good. Estimates 
s ihnuld be avoided and the actual 
[measurements, weights a n d 
counts should be given as nearly 
as possible. 

When properly taken the in- 
ventory is of value to the farmer 
litfihsftit shows the net financial 
status of the farm year by year. 
] It shows the value of the farm 
property and indicate- whether 
the farmer has made progress in 
a financial way or whether he 
has gone backward. In either 
case it shows the extent of the 
gain or loss and will suggesl how 
the sain may be greater or how 
the loss may be reduced orchang- 
ed into a gain. The inventory 
also forms the basis of any set 
of accounts which the farmer 
may keep.

Every comity In Kentucky was short 
of rural teachers last year. Every 
county in Kentucky will be short 
teachers ayain this season. This is a 
serious proposition especially as the 
; umber of men and women passing 
the examinations lately held for teach- 
er's primary certificates was quite 
Small. Of course, the new minimum 
salarj of $75.00 per month for rural 
teachers will help the situation in the 
future ; hut the l>e<t possible solution 
of the problem right at this moment is 
t!,i selection and election of a strong 
County Hoard of Education at the 
November election. 

The reader should not think of this 
problem as a strictly Kentucky affair 
for it is nation wide and extremely 
serious. Dr. P. P. Claxton, Commis- 
sioner of Education of the United 
States, recently asserted before the 
National Citizens' Conference at 
Washington, D. G. : 

-The new conditions require that 
the schools shall be more efficient and 
more effective than they have been 
in the pasi and we are faced With the 
danger that they may not be as af- 
fective us in the past. We are con- 
fronted with a great shortage of 
teachers, and there seems to be little 
chance of Immediate relief. Accord- 
ing to the most careful estimates that 
can be secured, between three hun- 
dred and four hundred thousand chil- 
dren were deprived of schooling this 
past year because of school closed as 
the result of shortage. 

"Even more serious is the rapidly 
growing number of

The board will 
also appoint in each school district 8 
trustee who shnll look after the school- 
property; but shall have no voice in 
the County Board. 

Tills same County Board of Eduea'' 
tion s*ha!l fix the rale of taxation Cot 
school purposes in the countj : hn 
before doing so shall, with the help 
of the county superintendent mak 
an itemised and detailed budget of 
all school expenses. 

This act. also, provides that the 
County Board of Education shall ap- 
point 8t leas-t one attendance officer 
whose duties shnll hi- to compel th. 
regular attendance of all pupil chili 
dren at school as provided by law. 

It is needless for the editor to say 
in conclusion thui this new law will 
do much toward taking the county 
schools out of politics. If the thinking 
and patriotic people of the whole 
country will interest themselves in the 
selection and election of a strong 
County Board of Education, the prob 
lem of the rural school in the countj 
will be well on its way toward sola 
tion. The fact that the editor is giv- 
ing this space to a discussion of the 
school problem .when newsprint is 
both scarce and expensive and the 
added fact that prominent men are 
writing strong statements for the 
pres-s urging the people to get be- 
hind their schools, means that we 
must make our rural schools better if 
we are to have a contented popula- 
tion in the country, and thus strength- 
en the nation.

WOMAN IN IRELAND 



Dublin. April 18 — The first ex- 
ecution of a woman in . the strife 
between the discordant tactions 
in Ireland is announced. 

She was taken from her room 
in the Scotstown district of Mon- 
aghan today and shot and killed 
on the bank of the river. 

The woman, whose name was 
Kitty McCarron, 45 years old. 
belonged to the farming class, 
and lived with her parents octo- 
genarians, in a wiid. mountainous 
part of the country. About mid- 
night a knock was heard at the 
door and a party of masked men 
entered and informed the victim 
that they had. come for her. 

She struggled in vain: the as- 
sassins fastened her hands behind 
her back ami led her, pleading 
pitifully, down a lane about a 
mile to the main road, by the 
side of which the body was af- 
terward- found with a bullet 
wound through the cheek, which 
is the customary sign of Sinn 
Fein executions. 

A card on the body was in- 
scribed: '"Spies and informers, 
beware. Tried, convicted and 
executed by the frish republican 
army." 

Neighbors refused aid in the 
removal of the body, such is the 
terror inspired in Monaghan by 
the recent series of terrible deeds 
which have earner! for the Corin- 
th the reputation of the worst in 
Ulster.
